HEADLINES. ONE WAS THE NEW TREATY WITH SPAIN. AND 
THE OTHER WAS THE REPORT--~CARRIED IN VARIOUS NEWSPAPERS--- 
THAT PRESIDENT FORD IS PLANING TO VISIT THE MIDDLE EAST IN 
APRIL AS PART OF A UNITED STATES EFFORT TO STIMULATE NEGOTIATIONS 
THERE. 

THE TREATY WITH SPAIN=--WHICii MR. KISSINGER SIGNED IN 
MADRID ON HIS WAY HOME FROM MOSCOW---IS REGARDED AS A 
SIGNIFICANT ONE, IT PROVIDES FOR CONTINUED AMERICAN USE OF 
FOUR IMPORTANT AIR AND NAVAL BASES IN SPAIN~-=SOMETHING WHICH 
1S BOUND TO STRENGTHEN NATO'S DEFENSES EVEN THROUGH SPAIN IS 
NOT A MEMBER OF NATO, BUT THE NEW AGREEMENT IS HORE THAN

THERE IS NOTHING OFFICIAL ABOUT THE REPORTED PLANS FOR 
PRESIDENT FORD TO VISIT THE MIDDLE EAST---BUT THE REPORTS 
THEMSELVES ARE WIDESPREAD ENOUGH TO INDICATE THAT MR. FORD AND 
SECRETARY KISSINGER MAY WELL HAVE SUCH PLANS IN MIND, 
ACCORDING TO THESE REPORTS, THE UNITED STATES IS CONCERNED ABOUT 
THE SLOWDOWN OF MIDOLE EAST PEACE NEGOTIATIONS, AND IS
